I. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

■ The rejection of Claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kooistra et al (WO 02/06266 A1) has been 
withdrawn due to the unexpected result on the Declaration filed on 
5/09/2008.

Kooistra et al discloses the process for preparing 2-(6-substituted-1 ,3-dioxane-4-yl) 
acetic acid by reacting an acid chloride with an alcohol in the presence of 
triethylamine. 

However, the instant invention differs from the prior art in that claim 1 recites 
contacting the generated acid chloride with an alcohol in the presence of N- 
methylmorpholine; furthermore, there is the unexpected result for using N- 
methylmorpholine in comparison with triethylamine as shown below the table: 
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Therefore, it would have been unobvious to the skilled artisan in the art using 
the claimed N-methylmorpholine in the prior art process.
